FARM  POPUIATION  ESTIMATES 
UlCETED  STATES  AND  tlAJOR  GEOGRAPHIC  DIVISIONS 
1910  -  1946 

Dviring  1945,  the  farm  population  of  the  United  States  sho-ned  a  net 
increase  for  the  first  year  since  1932^  according  to  estimates  of  the 
Bureau  of  Agricultural  SconomicSo  The  number  of  people  living  on  farms 
was  estimated  as  25^990,000  in  January  1946^  which  was  800,000  more  than 
at  the  beginning  of  1945 »  Over  .half  of  the  net  increase  in  the  farm 
population  ivas  due  to  men  returning  to  farms  from  the  armed  forces.  They 
exceeded  by  452<,000  the  nxraber  of  men  ^f^ho   left  the  farm  population  during 
the  year  to  enter  the  armed  forces..  The  remaining  increase  of  348,000 
was  due  to  the  customary  excess  of  births  over  deaths  in  the  farm  popu- 
lation o  Migration  of  the  civilian  population  away  from  farms  was  just 
equal  to  the  migration  to  farms  in  1945= 

The  year  1945  included  about  vj  months  of  the  climax  of  World  War  II 
and  about  43  months  of  rapid  military  demobilization  and  industrial 
reconversion  following  the  defeat  of  Japan »  Yftiile  the  return  to  the  farm 
population  of  men  from  the  artaed  forces  constituted  an  important  change 
in  the  faria  population,  the  return  of  workers  and  their  families  -vrfio  had 
migrated  to  work  in  urban  centers  during  wartime  was  completely  offset 
by  other  persons  moving  smaj  from  f arras  during  the  yearo 

The  fact  that  civilian  migration  to  farms  balanced  that  from  farms 
is  a  marked  departure  from  the  usual  situation «  In  the  25  years  from 
January  1920  to  January  1945  the  net  loss  from  farms  through  migration 
(not  including  men  entering  or  leaving  the  armed  forces)  averaged  600,000 
a  yearo  Even  during  the  1930-40  decade,  vfhen  changes  in  the  farm  popu- 
lation resulted  in  a  level  approidjnately  the  sane  in  1940  as  in  1930, 
there  Yias   an  average  net  yearly  migration  of  approximately  375,000=.  The 
balancing  of  civilian  migration  from  farms  in  1945  by  migration  to  farms 
resulted  from  an  increase  of  approximately  264(;000  in  the  number  moving 
to  farms  and  a  decrease  of  212,000  in  the  number  moving  from  f arras  as  com- 
pared with  the  preceding  year. 

Farm  population  increased  in  every  major  geographic  division  of  the 
country  in  1945 ■>  The  Pacific  Division  had  the  highest  rate  of  increase, 
7  percent,  followed  by  the  Mountain  Division  with  a  5  percent  increase o 
The  higher  rate  of  increase  in  these  .Western  States  may  have  been  due  in 
part  to  persons  moving  out  to  farms  from  the  congested  cities  of  the  West 
Coast,  and  in  part  to  some  migration  of  discharged  veterans  and  civilians 
from,  other  parts  of  the  country^  A  Wsir  Department  survey  made  in  the 
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summer  of  1944  of  soldiers'  intentions  vd-th  respect  to  place  of  residence 
after  the  war  had  indicated  that  the  Yfest  would  receive  relatively  more 
migrants  than  the  rest  of  the  country^ 

Five  of  the  seven  divisions  outside  of  the  West  had  increases  of  3 
or  4  percent  in  farm  population  during  the  yearo  The  West  North  Central 
and  the  South  Atlantic  Divisions  had  increases  of  only  2  percent  in  both 
cases   The  lack  of  much  variation  among  divisions  outside  of  the  liest   in 
rate  of  increase  in  farm  population  during  1945  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
the  increase  vras  mainly  return  of  veterans,  and  that  men  from  all  States 
were  discharged  from  the  ariaed  forces  at  fairly  uniform  rates . 

Further  reduction  in  the  net  strength  of  the  armed  forces  during 
1946  is  expected  to  result  in  a  net  return  of  veterans  to  the  farm  popu- 
lation which  may  be  approximately  as  great  this  year  as  in  1945-  Since 
birth  and  death  rates  do  not  change  rapidly,  the  natural  increase  in  the 
farm  population  vdll  be  approximately  the  same  as  in  1945=  Thus  the  farm 
population  will  again  show  a  small  or  moderate  gain  dijiring  1946  unless  net 
movement  from  farms  (excluding  men  leaving  or  entering  the  armed  forces) 
exceeds  considerably  the  average  for  the  25  years  ending  with  1944^ 

Source  of  ifaterial 

Estimates  of  moves  to  and  from  farras  and  other  types  of  changes 
occurring  in  the  farm  population  during  1945  were  made  on  the  basis  of 
reports  from  approximately  10^000  farmers  all  over  the  country  who  gave 
information  for  53,000  farms  (,  These  estimates  were  adjusted  to  the  level 
of  farm  population  of  the  United  States  as  estimated  jointly  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census  and  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  on  the 
basis  of  enumerative  surveys..  Releases  on  the  farm  population  and  related 
info3:niat.ion  are  being  made  by  the  two  Bureaus  in  a  cooperative  Census -BAE
